IS LIFE'S 
AMBITION 


N 1938 there lived in Prague 
a man and his wife. He 
was a business man. Consider 
very seriously every word I 
say: he was in the cabinet- 
making business, and his name 
was Davidsohn. The greatest 
desire of his life had been to 
found a family. Yet he had 
not married until late:in life. 
He was designed rather to be 
a father than a husband, 
somehow. 

In middle age he chose as 
his wife a very young woman 
who found herself at the age 
of eighteen without parents 
or friends. 

He married her, and she 
loved him: not in a frantic and 
passionate way, but solidly and 
unbreakably. That was in the 
winter of the year 1937. 

The Germans came into 
Czechoslovakia. Davidsohn was 
a man who reasoned things 
out. He knew that, being a 
Jew, he might as well have 
tried to save himself under the 
wings of the Dark Angel. The 
Nazi, the Adversary, was upon 
him. 

He had been a fairly prom- 
inent upholder of a kind of 
Trade Union, The Nazis abhor 
such things. He represented 
two forbidden things—Jews 
and Unions. 

Josef Davidsohn was a man 
in a large way of business. He 
had ready money. The Nazi 
elements where he lived had 
already warned him that the 
finger was on him.
